Shaun 
fulfils his dream 

JUST over a year after losing both legs 
following a hit-and-run car crash, Shaun 
Whiter fulfilled his ambition of walking 
down the aisle with his bride. 

Shaun, 28, of Burrough Green, 
married Charlotte Way at the village 
church on Friday. 

On July 1 last year, Shaun was left 
for dead by a road near Newmarket 
and later had to have both his legs 
amputated. 

He said during his recovery: “In 
hospital, the moment I realised I had 
lost my legs, the first thing I did was to 
ask my fiancee Charlotte if we were still 
getting married. 

“I was terrified she wouldn’t want to 
anymore. 

“When she said ‘yes’, the next thing I 
said was I was going to walk down the 
aisle.” 

Shaun’s recovery exceeded 
expectations after learning to walk on 
prosthetic legs just five months on from 
the crash. 

Among the wedding guests was 
photographer Thomas Ellwood, who 
said: “The wedding was magnificent. 
Shaun said his main ambition was to 
walk down the aisle on his wedding day 
- well he smashed it! 

“His pure determination, eagerness 
to succeed is astonishing. As you can 
imagine the church was filled with tears, 
joy, and celebration for the couple. 

“I’ve got to know Shaun and Charlotte 
rather well, and even I had to put aside 
the camera for a jiffy to wipe away a 
tear.”

‘You must keep 
looking for him’ 


THE father of missing RAF 
serviceman Corrie McKeague 
was in talks with Suffolk Police 
this week in his bid to see the 
search resume at Milton land¬ 
fill site in Cambridge. 

Martin McKeague drove 
his motorhome to the site on 
Monday, vowing to block the 
entrance unless police con¬ 
tinued with the hunt. 

Officers called off their 20- 
week search on Friday after 
finding “no trace” of the miss¬ 
ing 23-year-old. They had 
sifted through 6,000 tons of 
rubbish in a bid to find Cor¬ 
rie’s remains. 

Speaking at the entrance to 
the Milton site on Monday, Mr 
McKeague said if talks with of¬ 
ficials at Suffolk Police head¬ 
quarters about resuming the 
search were not successful, 
he would return with his mo¬ 
torhome to block off the site 
entrance today. 

Before the meeting, he tem¬ 
porarily blocked access to the 
site as a statement of intent. 

“I’m missing my son and I’d 
do anything to get him back,” 
he said. 

“As a father I felt like I had to 
come back here and block off 
the entrance. 

“I want the search to carry 
on and I hope they make 
the right decision to con¬ 
tinue to look for my son. The 
facts and all the evidence 
lies in this landfill site and as

a father, or mother, or any¬ 
body, I think you would do the 
same thing. I need them to do 
the right thing and continue 
to look for Corrie.” 

Corrie’s mother, Nicola 
Urquhart, who has also criti¬ 
cised the decision to call off 
the search, announced she 
would try to get an injunction 
to stop the site being filled in. 

Meanwhile, a petition 
to continue the search has 
gained more than 21,000 sig¬ 
natures, smashing its original 
15,000 target in just two days. 

Mr McKeague added: “The 
search of cell 22 [where it is 
believed Corrie maybe within 
the landfill site] has been half 
done. They need to continue. 
He could just be feet away, 
just now he is in the landfill 
and I do not want this to stop. 

“It’s a living nightmare, but 
I can only thank my family 
and my friends, and Suffolk 
and Norfolk police. They have 
worked tirelessly for those 20 
weeks but we just need a little 
bit more.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
Constabulary said: “We re¬ 
iterate that although it is 
not a criminal investigation, 
our work to locate Corrie 
remains on-going. This will 
include searching preserved 


waste that was incinerated 
to see if this will establish 
any further clues as to what 
happened to Corrie. 

“We have exhausted the 
search as to where Corrie is 
most likely to be at the land¬ 
fill site at Milton, although 
we acknowledge and under¬ 
stand the frustration that 
Corrie’s family, friends and 
many supporters feel in rela¬ 
tion to this. 

“We will now reflect where 
we are with the investigation 
and will continue to careful¬ 
ly review it as we have done 
from the outset. 

“We have agreed with the 
company that run the site 
to leave cell 22 in its current 
state. They will not use it un¬ 
til the review is concluded.” 

The spokesman added: 
“We will now commission an 
external police force to carry 
out an independent review 
of the investigation. 

“The identity of the force 
that will conduct this is still 
to be established as we are 
eager to ensure it is a force 
that satisfies the need for 
complete transparency and 
independence. 

“We are confident this will 
be a forensic, detailed and 
impartial review that will 
leave no stone unturned. If 
this review establishes fur¬ 
ther lines of enquiry we will 
pursue them.”

Pub given poor food hygiene 
rating following inspection

A PUB in Cambridgeshire has been 
given a low food hygiene rating of 
one after concerns around labelling 
and equipment that may have 
caused food poisoning. 

The Blackbirds Inn in Woodditton 
(formerly the Three Blackbirds) 
was given the poor Foods 
Standards Agency rating by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council on 
June 21. 

The rating, which is out of five, 
means a major improvement is 
necessary at the establishment. 

In a letter sent to The Chestnut 
Group, which owns five restaurants 

- four of which have five star ratings 

- the food safety officer pointed out 
some flaws in the Cambridgeshire 
pub. 

There was only one vacuum 
packing machine, which is used 
for raw or cooked and ready-to- 
eat foods. Using one machine for 
both types of food could cause 
contamination of ready-to-eat food 
and may result in food poisoning. 

The report did add, however, that 


a new machine was ordered for 
only cooked/ready-to-eat foods. 

Date labels kept track of when 
food should or should not be used/ 


thrown away, but the inspector 
found that chilled foods were kept 
for long periods. 

The inspector found a container 


of cream that was past its use-by 
date by more than a week. 

The air temperature of a fridge 
containing milk and cream behind 


the bar was also at 12.8 degrees 
- almost twice as high as the 
recommended temperature. 

Phillip Turner, owner of Chestnut 
Groups, said: “We run five kitchens, 
four have got five stars. 

“In this case, we used the same 
process as we used for our other 
kitchens, but the officer preferred 
to use a different system. 

“Since we took over the Blackbird, 
we’ve invested around £30,000 on 
new equipment and we tend to do 
things correctly. 

“It’s a huge priority for us that 
the standard in that kitchen is 
recognised as five star, so we will do 
everything we can on the basis of 
the advice. 

“Clearly there were a couple of 
deficiencies which was a different 
approach in terms of process, 
which is something we’ve learnt. 

“We are confident we have done 
everything that we can do and will 
achieve a five star rating by the end 



of August.’

Threats to kill 


‘noisy’ pet dogs

A WOMAN has been receiv¬ 
ing notes from an anony¬ 
mous resident for two years 
that threaten to shoot and 
poison her dogs for making 
“too much noise”. 

Jackie Dobbyne, 56, has 
six dogs and has been get¬ 
ting handwritten messages, 
ranging from a postcard to 
a note attached to an onion, 
delivered to her home in 
Newmarket since 2015. 

She told the News : “I’m 
calm because I’m not a pan¬ 
icked It’s horrible, but I’m 
not going to let them bully 
or intimidate me in my own 
home. I love my home and 
where I live -1 don’t want to 
live in fear. 

“I’m respectful in that I al¬ 
ways check with my neigh¬ 
bours if my dogs are bother¬ 
ing them and they say that it 
doesn’t.” 

She added: “One even of¬ 
fered to help find the perpe¬ 
trator by knocking on all the 
doors. 

“But we were concerned 
with how aggressive they 
would be if we confronted 
them.” 

Jackie first received a let¬ 
ter in June 2015, which she 
said went along the lines of 
“If you continue to let your 
dogs bark, I’ll silence them

with my gun.” 

Another letter was de¬ 
livered in September 2015, 
which read: “In a few weeks 
all the leaves will be down 
and with my new telescopic 
sights I will be super accu¬ 
rate, that will stop the yap¬ 
ping once and for all.” 

The third, received in July 

2016, was a note that ac¬ 
companied a brochure for 
a rifle that said: “Just got a 
S200 Target, if you don’t shut 
your dog up, I will.” 

Jackie said a fourth, on 
notepaper from a hotel in 
Marrakesh, Morocco, was 
received with an onion al¬ 
most a year later in June 

2017, which said: “I’m back 
now and if your dogs con¬ 
tinue to bark after 10pm, I 
shall find out if they can be 


silenced with my gun or ar¬ 
senic-flavoured meat. 

“The council and police 
will be welcomed.” 

Jackie said the final mes¬ 
sage delivered to her home 
was a postcard of the George 
Hotel in Penrith, which said: 
“I am a crack shot with a ri¬ 
fle. 

“My pal who lives near 
you has asked me to stay 
and shut your dog up.” 

Jackie added: “They’re a 
bully and a coward. I want 
to name and shame them. 

“My dogs go out for a late 
night wee sometimes and if 
they see a hedgehog, they 
bark. It’s all sensible stuff. 

“A little bit of noise is 
part of living in a commu¬ 
nity. But you have to talk to 
people about concerns, not 
leave nasty messages on 
their doorstep. 

“What if a young baby 
moves in? What are they go¬ 
ing to do then?” 

The frequency of the last 
two messages have con¬ 
cerned police and the force 
is taking action. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “Police are investigat¬ 
ing malicious communi¬ 
cation offences and have 
seized a letter which is being 
examined. 

“Anyone with information 
about the person responsi¬ 
ble should call Suffolk Police 
on 101, quoting crime num¬ 
ber 41479/17.”

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Condemning 
pay increase 

I WANT, in the strongest possible 
terms, to condemn those Tory 
councillors from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and Cambridgeshire 
County Council - some of whom sit 
on both councils and get two sets of 
allowances - for having the cheek 
to vote themselves increases of 25 
per cent plus, and, in the case of 
Cambridgeshire, say the independent 
panel did not go far enough. 

Steve Count the Tory leader at 
county says future applicants for 
council roles would be demoralised 
by low remuneration and they 
would not be able to attract the best 
candidates. 

What about the jobs at the council 
he oversees and its ability to recruit 
and retain the best people to provide 
hands on services to the county 
population, as carers, social workers, 
etc? 

The party in national government, 
which he is a standard bearer for 
at local level, has stripped county 
of £100 million plus of financial 
support, it has forced a pay cut 
nationally on all his staff of around 
14 per cent, and continues to seek 
further cuts at local level, because, 
although budgets are being slashed, it 
wants to continue a policy of zero per 
cent council tax increases (excluding 
money targeted at social services) and 
reduce staffing budgets on a year-by¬ 
year basis at least until 2020. 

Cllr Count and Cllr Peter Cresswell, 
leader of East Cambs, should hang 
their heads in shame, as at a Regional 
Local Government Employers 
meeting on July 17, they had the 
chance to lobby for an end to the pay 
cap and reward and motivate their 
staff. They appear to have chosen to 
line their own pockets first, not only 
at the expense of staff, but also at the 
expense of the electorate who put 
them there. 

Labour and Lib Dem members at 
county should be applauded for their 
stance to date, but that is only the 
beginning, they should join staff and 
their trade unions in opposing any 
future cuts to services and/or staff 
terms and conditions. 

It would seem the Tories really do 
have money trees, which they can 
pick from, but only when it is to their 
financial or political advantage. 

Finally, I find it ironic that councils 
that wish to boast about their less 
than average council tax levels, want 
to be at least at an average rate, 
when it comes to the level of their 
expenses.

Capitalism is 
not working 

ALAN Shepherd ( Letters , July 19) 
writes about the meaning of austerity, 
Labour's proposed spending plans, 
national debt, public sector pay, and 
how badly off the self employed are 
in comparison. However, he appears 
to know very little about his subject 
matter or is just sticking his head in 
the sand. 

Austerity was introduced by the 
Tories in 2010 together with the 
promise of eradicating the trade 
deficit by 2015. But when this failed, 
they said we would be in surplus 
by 2020. And now we are being 
told it will be 2025 before we are 
living within our means. Personally, I 
believe the trade gap will be bigger 
by then as the effects of BREXIT come 
home to roost. 

During this period of austerity 
public services have been cut to the 


bone, yet money has been found 
to slash corporation tax for business 
owners and fund tax breaks for the 
most affluent in our society. I would 
suggest the Conservative meaning of 
austerity is to take from the poor and 
give to the rich. 

Prior to the recent general election, 
Labour produced a fully costed 
manifesto promising to increase 
public spending by £58billion, most 
of which would be raised by modest 
increases on income tax for people 
paid over £80,000 per year, and by 
restoring corporation tax back to 
2010 levels. VAT on private school 
fees and changes to inheritance tax 
would also contribute. There was 
never any question of borrowing 
to fund revenue expenditure on 
the NHS, education or anything 
else as borrowing would only 
be used for future investment in 
industry and infrastructure, so I 
would be interested to know where 
Mr Shepherd's alternative facts 
originated. 

Prior to the 2010 election the 
Tories warned that if Labour were 
re-elected the national debt would 
spiral to £1.5trillion, but now in 2017 
after seven years of Tory rule it stands 
at £1.7trillion. During these last 
seven years the Tories have borrowed 
more than all Labour governments 
in history added together. In recent 
days it has been announced that 
borrowing for June was more than 
expected, which was possibly due to 
the unexpected increase in spending 
on Northern Ireland, a price being 
paid by the Tories for DUP support. 

Many people choose to be self 
employed because they can make 
more money than by working for a 
larger organisation and the money 
they charge and receive more than 
compensates for not receiving 
sickness or holiday pay. The fact 
that the self employed would not 
have sufficient turnover to be 
registered for VAT also makes them 
a more attractive option for private 
customers. Many self employed 
workers have the scope to do cash in 
hand work to avoid tax and Nl on a 
proportion of their earnings. 

For public sector workers it is 
usually mandatory to contribute 
to a pension scheme but there is 
nothing to stop any worker in either 
the private sector or self employed 
to make provision for a retirement 
pension of their choice, it is just a fact 
that most don't bother and have the 
attitude they will only worry about 
retirement when it beckons. 

Chief executives and many senior 
managers in the public sector are 
vastly overpaid but this does not 
apply to low and middle earners 
who have been abused by this Tory 
government for the last seven years 
and it is a disgrace that some nurses 
visit food banks as in real terms their 
wages have been cut by around 14 
per cent and are still subject to a 
continued 1 per cent pay cap. 

Mr Shepherd warns young people 
not to be sucked in by populist left 
wing propaganda, but when they 
leave college with debts of £40,000 
to £50,000, can't buy or rent a 
house and find most jobs available 
are subject to either the minimum 
wage, zero hour contracts or both, it 
is stunningly obvious to the many that 
capitalism just doesn't work.

Great Northern ‘made a 
mistake’ over space claim

TRAIN operator Great 
Northern made “a mistake” 
when it claimed on social 
media that its new train 
carriages have more space 
for passengers. 

In a Twitter exchange with 
one customer, the company 
said its new Class 387s trains 
had more “overall capacity” 
when the carriages actually 
have less space inside. 

Ely resident Andrew 
Booker claimed Great 
Northern’s new trains have 
much less seating and 
standing space than the old 
models, after researching 
their timetables, counting 
seat numbers, and 
measuring standing space. 

But the company 
questioned the accuracy of 
Mr Booker’s analysis, saying 
they never claimed the new 
trains have more standing 
capacity, or that they are 
running more services to 
make up for the loss of seats. 

However, in his blog, 
Mr Booker said: “Great 
Northern’s Twitter feed 
regularly makes the claim 
that there is a greater overall 
capacity when people 
question the reduction 
in seats, with many other 
tweets claiming the same 
thing if you search for them. 

“I admit that all of these 
only ever state that overall 
capacity has increased, and 
do not mention standing 
capacity explicitly, but 
if overall capacity has 
increased and the number 
of seats has been reduced, 
then what other type of 
capacity has increased?” 

A spokesman for Great 
Northern conceded that 
the company’s tweets 
had mistakenly given the 
impression there was 
increased capacity on its 
new trains. 

He told the News : “In 
briefing the media we 
have been upfront about 
the reduction in seats on 
the new trains, and the 
explanation for this and 
have never claimed there 
was more standing space. 

“However, our social 
media team has made an 
honest mistake in saying 
that overall capacity has 



increased, and for that we 
are truly sorry. 

“It was based on their 
belief that fewer seats meant 
more standing space, but 
there is less space inside 
the train saloon because of 
updated crashworthiness 
standards.” 

Mr Booker is now 
challenging the train 
company to make their 
data about the number 
of carriages and official 
standing capacities 

available to the public. 

He said: “Unsurprisingly, I 
take issue with a lot of Great 
Northern’s responses, some 
of which I feel are worded to 
confuse people by changing 
the metrics halfway through 
the article, and some of 
which are completely off- 
topic for the discussion on 
capacity. 

“The only way this debate 
will get resolved is for Great 
Northern to publish two key 
pieces of information, and 
I am calling on them to do 
so.” 

The two pieces of 
information Mr Booker says 
he wants is for the company 
to reveal the number of 
carriages making up all Great 
Northern services between 
King’s Lynn, Cambridge and 
King’s Cross, both peak and 
off-peak, and both before 
and after the introduction of 
new trains; and the official

standing capacities of the 
old and new trains. 

“If Great Northern were 
to publish this information, 
I would happily recalculate 
all of the analysis I’ve done 
so far,” he added. 

The Great Northern 
spokesman said due to the 
alteration of its older train 
layout, the company does 
not have the latest standing 
capacity figures. 

He explained that the data 
it previously provided was 
based on the number of 
trains and carriages running 
between Cambridge and 
London at peak times. 

He added: “With the 
exception of more services 
at Ely, we have only ever 
talked about increased 
frequency of services after 
the timetable changes next 
year - we have not suggested 
‘lots of extra trains’. 

“Next year, we will begin 
to increase the frequency 
of trains from Cambridge to 
London, which, by the time 
the changes are complete, 
will give passengers much 
more capacity. 

“We are working hard to 
modernise the railway to 
give passengers a better 
service with a better 
standard of train. 

“Modern trains do have 
less space inside because 
of updated crashworthiness 
standards, but they feature 
other improvements such 
as air conditioning, power 
points at every pair of 
seats and great passenger 
information systems.”

Passengers 
could claim 
rail refunds 

HUNDREDS of rail travellers could 
claim back money for part or all of 
their fares after serious technical 
failures around Cambridge left them 
unable to reach their destinations. 

Passengers on the Greater Anglia 
service between Cambridge and 
London were left stranded on July 
13 after damage to overhead cables 
between Whittlesford Parkway and 
Great Chesterford blocked all the 
lines. 

Greater Anglia said passengers 
could claim compensation for delays 
of 30 minutes or more, no matter 
what the reason. 

Passengers using the Great 
Northern service from King's Lynn 
to Cambridge were also severely 
delayed the same day after a "track 
circuit failure" at Downham Market 
caused problems. 

Great Northern's "Delay Repay" 
scheme provides refunds for delays 
ranging from 15 minutes upwards. 

Both operators will pay partial or 
full refunds depending on the length 
of the delay. 

Season ticket holders will get a 
proportionate payment based on the 
cost of their ticket. 

Passengers using both operators' 
services can claim for their fares by 
filling in an online form or getting 
one at a station. 

Both train operators say a claim 
must be made within 28 days of the 
delay.

LIFE-CHANGING: The brutal

‘Animals should have 
faced tougher charges’ 


THE wife of Cambridge United 
fan Simon Dobbin, who was 
left permanently brain dam¬ 
aged after a brutal gang attack, 
has slammed the charges filed 
against his attackers. 

Mr Dobbin was left in a 
coma after the gang kicked and 
punched him in a savage at¬ 
tack following a match between 
Southend United and Cambridge 
United. 

It left the 45-year-old unable to 
walk or talk and needing round- 
the-clock care from his devoted 
wife, Nicole. 

Many have since questioned 
why his attackers were charged 
with violent disorder, which car¬ 
ries a maximum sentence of five 
years in prison, and not a more 
serious allegation of causing 


grievous bodily harm or attempt¬ 
ed murder. 

Nicole, 46, from Mildenhall, 
said: “Them not facing more se¬ 
rious charges was really frustrat¬ 
ing. 

“The problem was police 
couldn’t pinpoint who actually 
caused the injuries, so they had 
to go with violent disorder. 

“But that’s a pretty low sen¬ 
tence - three of those responsible 
got five years, meaning they will 
only serve one-and-a-half years. 

“I just can’t believe that grown 
men will arrange to go and meet 
and beat the c*** out of each oth¬ 
er. It sickens me. 

“The three defendants who got 
five years was purely because two 
of them clearly had Simon’s blood 
on them, and the other defend¬ 



ant had sent a Facebook message 
saying that he had blood on his 
shoes and he had got rid of them. 

“The charge should have been 
a lot higher. Although it came 
out that Simon suffered a cardiac 
arrest and needed CPR, he was 
clinically dead for seven minutes. 

“So, if they hadn’t managed to 
bring Simon back, it would have 
been a murder charge.” 

Nicole, who has given up her 
own job as a carer to look after 
her husband full-time, said Si¬ 
mon very nearly attended the 
fateful 1989 FA Cup semi-final at 
Hillsborough. 

After a six-week trial, at Basil¬ 
don Crown Court, all 13 men 
were found guilty - nine con¬ 
victed of violent disorder, three 
of conspiracy to commit violent 
disorder, and one found guilty of 
assisting an offender. 

Twelve were jailed for a com¬ 
bined total of 42 years. One has 
yet to be sentenced. 

The gang had scouted out loca¬ 
tions as they planned the attack 
in revenge for a fight earlier in the 
day in which Mr Dobbin had had 
no involvement. 

Nicole said: “None of the de¬ 
fendants got in the witness stand 
and spoke up. They didn’t want to 
get up and defend themselves. 

“I think they thought they were 


going to get away with it, as they 
were smirking and making snide 
comments during the whole six- 
week trial. 

“The defendant already in pris¬ 
on, he laughed in our faces.” 

Asked to describe her hus¬ 
band’s attackers, she said: 
“They’re animals. They went out 
to the pub that night and they 
watched somebody being beaten 
half to death. 

“They didn’t come forward to 
the police. There was only one of 
them that showed any remorse, 
that was the youngest in the 
dock. 

“I’ve had to give up my job as a 
carer to look after Simon - giving 
personal care to your own hus¬ 
band, it’s hard. 

“My 18-year-old daughter, who 
was 16 at the time, had to deal 
with this happening to her dad 
when she was going through the 
most difficult year at school.” 

Nicole was planning to go to 
Australia for their 20th wedding 
anniversary, but that idea has 
been shelved. 

She added: “We’ve been told by 
his consultant that because of the 
injuries he sustained, he’s at risk of 
choking and his life expectancy is 
reduced. 

“This attack on Simon has dev¬ 
astated us all.”

Thugs could face lifetime 
ban from Southend games

THE thugs who left Cambridge 
United fan Simon Dobbin with per¬ 
manent brain damage could find 
themselves banned for life from 
Southend United football matches. 

Twelve men involved in the attack 
on Mr Dobbin have been handed 
prison sentences - with Judge David 
Pugh condemning the “vicious and 
sustained attack on a defenceless 
man”. 

A 13th man is due to be sentenced 
next month. 

The jury at Basildon Crown Court 
gave its verdict in the trial of a group 
of Southend United fans on Friday 
over an ambush that left Mr Dobbin, 
now 45, unable to walk or talk. 

On Monday, June 17, Judge Pugh 
handed out football banning orders 
of 10 years for each defendant and 
prison sentences ranging from 16 
months to five years. 

But they could receive lifetime 
bans from attending Southend Unit¬ 
ed games from the club itself. 

Speaking to the Southend Echo, 
club chairman Ron Martin said: 
“We would never tolerate hooligan¬ 
ism and I can absolutely confirm if 


any of these individuals prove to be 
so-called ‘supporters’ of Southend 
United Football Club I will not hesi¬ 
tate in issuing lifetime bans.” 

Defendant Fewis Courtnell, 33, of 
Stadium Road, Southend, was found 
guilty of violent disorder and hand¬ 
ed a three-and-a-half-year prison 
sentence; Michael Shawyer, 30, of 
Belgrave Road, Feigh-on-Sea, was 
found guilty of conspiracy to com¬ 


mit violent disorder and given two 
and a half years. 

Matthew Petchey, 24, of Fascelles 
Gardens, Rochford, was found guilty 
of violent disorder and given three 
and a half years; Alexander Woods, 
24, of Fairmead Avenue, Westcliff, 
was found guilty of violent disorder 
and was sentenced to five years in 
prison. 

Philip McGill, 31, of Hornby Av¬ 


enue, Westcliff, was found guilty of 
conspiracy to commit violent disor¬ 
der, receiving three years; Thomas 
Randall, 21, of Seaforth Avenue, 
Southend, was found guilty of vio¬ 
lent disorder and given five years. 

Greg Allen, 28, of Wellington Av¬ 
enue, Westcliff, was found guilty of 
conspiracy to commit violent disor¬ 
der and given three years. 

James Woods, 24, of Fairmead 
Avenue, Westcliff, was found guilty 
of violent disorder and received a 
three-year prison sentence; Scott 
Nicholls, 40, of Tittle Spenders, 
Basildon, was found guilty of vio¬ 
lent disorder and received three 
and a half years. 

Ryan Carter, 20, of York Road, 
Southend, was found guilty of vio¬ 
lent disorder and given five years 
in prison; Jamie Chambers, 22, of 
Coleman Street, Southend, was 
found guilty of violent disorder and 
received a four-year sentence. 

Rhys Pullen, 21, of Bridge Road, 
Wickford, had previously pleaded 
guilty to violent disorder. He was 
sentenced to 16 months in prison. 

Ian Young, 41, of Brightwell Av¬ 
enue, Westcliff, was found guilty of 
assisting an offender. He is due to be 
sentenced on August 2. 


Fury over 

'ridiculous' 

sentences 

READERS have reacted on the 
News website and Facebook 
page to the sentencing of 12 
men found guilty over the attack 
on Simon Dobbin. 

Jonathan Lederman said: 

"I understand why the CPS 
charged them with lesser 
crimes, but it drives me 
crazy that it means they get 
ridiculously short sentences. 
Simon and his wife, family and 
friends, however, are sentenced 
to an indeterminate sentence." 

Kelly Mayes said: "Disgusting 
and pure evil! Every one of those 
men! They should have got life 
imprisonment! Simon has a 
lifetime of being trapped in his 
own body and lost his life! Our 
justice system is a disgrace!" 

Meanwhile, Gill Hammond 
Ballard called the sentencing

She said: "That poor man 
and his family were given a far 
longer and harder sentence by 
those cowards. 

"Let's at least hope their 
actions follow them around 
far longer than just the prison 
sentence. Evil people." 

Francesca Starr said: "Most 
won't even serve the whole 
pathetic sentences. No term 
is long enough for what they 
have done to this man and his 
family."

Mum’s plea to save 
children’s centres 



A MOTHER who uses children’s 
centres as a “safety net” says coun¬ 
cil plans to close 19 of them to save 
£1 million would be a “huge blow to 
families”. 

Cambridge mother Laura Morley, 
34, is calling for residents to band 
together in support of a petition, 
claiming the council proposals 
would leave many families isolated. 

The News revealed earlier this 
month that council chiefs plan to 
“change the use or re-designate” 
four dedicated children’s centres 
in Cambridge - and 15 more across 
the county - in a bid to save £1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Council chiefs instead hope to 
create a network of 10 ‘children and 
family centres’ over 15 sites across 
the five districts - Cambridge City, 
South Cambs, East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, Huntingdonshire and Fenland. 

The plans were revealed in coun¬ 
cil documents as part of a Chil¬ 
dren and Young People Committee 
meeting on fuly 11. 

A petition was launched the same 
day as the committee meeting,

which hundreds of people have al¬ 
ready signed. 

Councillors later hit out at the 
plans and were critical of the 
planned timing of the public con¬ 
sultation, which is planned for fuly 
17 to September 22, during the 
school summer holidays. 

Miss Morley told the News : “I’ve 
got children aged four and two. 
They both go to the Romsey Mill 
Children’s Centre. My oldest has 
been going there since she was 
three weeks old. 

“When I had my first child I didn’t 
have any parent friends and I felt so 
isolated. It was suggested that I vis¬ 
ited the local children’s centre and 
that was where I found my commu¬ 
nity. 

“It was a real safety net for me 
and I don’t know what I would have 
done without it. 

“At the children’s centres you can 


really feel the community coming 
together from all walks of life. Eve¬ 
ryone benefits from them in some 
way. 

“That’s one of the biggest things 
we risk losing from these council 
plans. 

“The council is trying to reinvent 
the wheel and hoping people ben¬ 
efit from it, but it’s not the building 
that’s important, it’s the staff there. 

“If children’s centres like Romsey 
Mill close or are redesignated, this 
will have a huge blow on families 
just like mine across the city and 
further afield.” 

Miss Morley said Cambridge has 
wealthy postcodes but also pock¬ 
ets of severe deprivation, and these 
can be in streets neighbouring one 
another. 

She said: “Cutting these centres 
will strand many families miles 
from their nearest support, and 
crossing the city with young chil¬ 
dren is a real and material chal¬ 
lenge that will keep many isolated 
at home. 

“Children’s centres are there for 


all families. In my neighbourhood, 
Romsey, they form part of an eco¬ 
system that makes the whole place 
liveable. 

“Hollow this out by limiting ser¬ 
vices to a handful and this whole 
seedbed of community life is de¬ 
stroyed. 

“These are times of austerity, as 
much as central government might 
like to pretend that’s over, with 
councils facing impossible budget 
pressures. 

“But children’s centres glue Cam¬ 
bridgeshire together. Let’s not pry it 
apart.” 

Centres which could be ‘redesig¬ 
nated’ in the city include Romsey 
Mill, Fawcett, Homerton and Cher¬ 
ry Hinton. 

In South Cambridgeshire, desig¬ 
nated sites that could be scrapped 
include Caldecote, Bassingbourn, 
Linton, Histon, Bar Hill and Pap- 
worth. 

In East Cambridgeshire, ‘redesig¬ 
nated’ sites include Sutton and Bot- 
tisham. 

And in Huntingdonshire, desig¬ 


nated sites which could be scrapped 
include Brampton, Godmanches- 
ter, Sawtry (infant school site), 
Farcet and Somersham. 

A council agenda document 
reads: “We are proposing that some 
children’s centres would no longer 
be needed as children’s centres. 

“We would look to re-designate 
these spaces to meet other needs of 
families in the area including child¬ 
care provision, community use and 
wherever possible ongoing pop-up 
provision. 

“We know there is no ‘one size fits 
all’ solution for Cambridgeshire.” 

A public consultation has now 
been launched about the proposals 
- Child and Family Centres - and 
will close on September 22. 

The consultation will be followed 
by a further period of “transition 
to new childcare models” from 
November 2017, with an intended 
completion date of April 2018.

Elderly driver dies 
in A11 collision 


A MAN in his 80s was 
killed in a two-car 
collision on the All 
on Saturday. 

Emergency services

Car crashes through 
level crossing gates 



A RED Audi TT smashed through level¬ 
crossing barriers in a high-speed chase 
with police officers who launched a force 
helicopter in the pursuit. 

Police are now appealing for witnesses 
following the fail-to-stop incident in 
Lakenheath after the driver managed to 
escape officers. 

The officers had reason to request the 
Audi driver to stop in Station Road at about 
6.40pm last Thursday, July 20.

War on pop-up brothels, 
slavery and child abuse 


CHIEF Constable Alec Wood has spoken can¬ 
didly about how modern-day crime is im¬ 
pacting on the frontline amid a rise in pop-up 
brothels, cybercrime, sex abuse and terrorism. 

Child abuse has increased by 32 per cent 
in Cambridgeshire, domestic abuse by 34 per 
cent, modern-day slavery by 22 per cent and 
cybercrime by 26 per cent. 

Domestic abuse investigations are now the 
force’s single largest workload. In the past six 
months the force recorded 3,624 domestic 
abuse crimes compared to 2,702 for the same 
period last year. 

Cybercrime is also taking off and includes 
online bullying, sexual exploitation and inde¬ 
cent images of children as well as cyber stalk¬ 
ing and harassment. 

Cambridge has seen a rise in the number of 
pop-up brothels often staffed by modern-day 
slaves being driven by organised gangs. 

There has also been an increase in knife 
crime and acid attacks and a 30 per cent rise in 
recorded crime, compared to the same period 
last year (January-June). 

Mr Wood told the News: “Yes, I think there 
has been a definite increase in crime. The 
officers on the ground tell me that continu¬ 
ously.” 

And domestic violence has increased be¬ 
cause victims are more confident in reporting 
incidents. 

The Chief Constable said: “I do think that 
part of that increase is because it has become 
spoken about, it’s less of a taboo subject. There 
is far more support available for victims than 
there used to be and people are confident now¬ 
adays that they will be listened to, that they will 
be believed. That wasn’t necessarily the case 10 
or 15 years ago, or even more recently than that 
really. 

“So that has helped increase the spark of re¬ 
ported offences that we are finding. But each of 
those investigations, each of those allegations 
need to be properly investigated and looked 
into, hopefully so that we can deal effectively 
with the offender and we can provide the vic¬ 
tims with some sort of a closure in that case.”

Asked if the increase was about how crime 
was recorded, Mr Wood believed it was a real 
rise. 

He said: “I think there is a bit of both. Un¬ 
doubtedly, there are some areas around the 
stuff I have said around the internet, whether 
that’s fraud, whether that’s sexual grooming of 
young people, whether that’s bullying online. 

“All of those are classed as internet crimes. 
There is undoubtedly an increase in those 
offences right across the country. 

“It is tangible. I think some of the stuff about 
reported crime is because people genuinely 
are starting to come forward more than they 
used to do because they are confident or more 
confident that they will be listened 
to. 

“If you look at some of our 
figures, in Cambridgeshire 
for instance, we have some 
of the highest levels of 
satisfaction for victims of 
domestic abuse when 
their case has been dealt 
with by the police. 

“So that starts to bring 
with it more confidence to 
report offences, so I’m pleased 
about that. But it is the volume of 
stuff that’s coming through that’s presenting us 
with a lot of the challenges that we face at the 
moment.” 

There have been 1,000 more domestic vio¬ 
lence crimes in Cambridgeshire in the space 
of a year. 

Mr Wood stresses that the days when a po¬ 
lice officer was just collaring burglars and van¬ 
dals has long gone. Now it is about cybercrime, 
terror and the sex industry. 

He said: “Some of the traditional crime types 
that we perhaps think about like burglaries or 
car crime, criminal damage, that sort of of¬ 
fence, has stayed pretty static. What we have 


seen over the last 12 months is a big spike in 
domestic abuse, in child abuse reports, in 
modern day slavery offences. And, in particu¬ 
lar, a huge increase in cybercrime that’s been 
reported and effectively online internet crime 
as well which a few years ago would have sim¬ 
ply not have existed as a crime type. So those 
are our real challenges. 

“My biggest concern at the moment is that 
our officers are able to deal with the threats 
and challenges that face the communities of 
Cambridge. 

“And those threats seem to be mounting. 
We’ve had the terror threats where armed po¬ 
lice had to be on the streets after London and 
Westminster Bridge. 

“Non-traditional policing is the modern day 
slavery that we are seeing and in Cambridge 
we have seen a large number of pop-up broth¬ 
els. This is a resource-led issue when you 
are dealing with a vulnerable victim of 
modern-day slavery and does take a lot 
of resources from the police. 

“These are very often sophisticated 
and well planned and you might well 
have the main offenders or people 
who are instigating these offences 
living in various parts of the UK, 
sometimes in Europe. 

“There’s a lot of detailed investi¬ 
gation to go on as well, as once we’ve 
identified where the victim is, it is a case 
of dealing with them, hopefully making them 
safe and taking them away from the dangers 
that they face. 

“So very rarely are they straightforward in¬ 
vestigations to mount and, of course, the im¬ 
pact on those victims is massive - it has an 
emotional, physical, life-changing impact on 
them. 

“It is absolutely right and proper that the po¬ 
lice service do focus on things like modern-day 
slavery. Similarly with child sexual exploita¬ 
tion, all those types of offences have such a sig¬ 
nificant impact on the quality of people’s lives 
and it’s really important we deal with them 
effectively.”

CHIEF Constable Alec Wood has re¬ 
vealed he has never seen his officers 
so stressed since the Soham mur¬ 
ders - amid the biggest crime rise 
in 10 years. 

But despite tired officers, an un¬ 
precedented crime increase, ter¬ 
rorism, massive budget cuts and a 
surge in 999 calls, Cambridgeshire’s 
Chief Constable says “Don’t panic”. 

Alec Wood has spoken in an ex¬ 
clusive and frank interview in which 
he admitted cracks were starting to 
appear in the Thin Blue Line. 

He said he had never seen his of¬ 
ficers so stressed or the force under 
more pressure except during the So¬ 
ham murders investigation 15 years 
ago. 

Officers were even more stretched 
now because they were sent to sup¬ 
port both the Metropolitan Police 
and the Manchester force during 
the terror attacks earlier this year. 

And in the past six months Cam¬ 


bridgeshire has seen a 15 per cent 
increase in 999 calls and a 30 per 
cent rise in recorded crime, com¬ 
pared to the same period last year 
(fanuary-Iune). 

All this is putting a massive strain 
on officers, he said. 

“They are coping remarkably well 
and I’m really conscious that they 
are working hard. I’ve got 31 years’ 
policing experience,” said Mr Wood. 

“I’ve seen times when officers 
have been working very hard in 
Cambridgeshire following the So¬ 
ham murders and Operation Fin- 
cham in 2002, but I think this is one 
of the busiest spells this constabu¬ 
lary has ever had and that’s being 
mirrored across the country. 

“In my view they are responding 
brilliantly, but we are seeing signs of 
fatigue and seeing some concerns 
about some levels of stress now.” 

The force also faces budget short¬ 
falls but the Chief Constable has 
vowed to keep the number of con¬ 
stables on the frontline at about 
1,300, whatever happens to mana¬ 
gerial positions as part of a far- 
reaching force review. 

Mr Wood told the News : “We 


are at the moment, reviewing the 
way we deliver the policing model 
across the county to ensure that 
we have a model that is fit to meet 
those new demands and those 
new challenges, which will involve 
reducing the number of policing 
areas from the current six down 
to a north and south, with a head¬ 
quarters in Cambridge and anoth¬ 
er in Peterborough. 

“The intention with that is to 
free up some supervisory resources 
that we can eventually cash in for 
some more uniforms, or constables, 
should I say - some of those will be 
in uniforms, some of them in inves¬ 
tigations.” 

Cambridgeshire’s funding is be¬ 
low the national average and it has 
fewer officers per head of popula¬ 
tion. It has 2.8 officers per 1,000 
compared to 3.6 nationally with 
76 per cent of its workforce on the 
frontline, compared to 78 per cent 
nationally. 

There has been a 17 per cent re¬ 
duction in the force’s workforce 
since 2010 compared to 15 per cent 
nationally. 

Cambridgeshire has some of the 


highest levels of 999 and 101 calls 
in the country at between 190,000 
and 210,000 incidents per year. 
And the force faces budget gaps of 
£2.9 million for 2017/18, £4 million 
for 2018/19 and £3-£4 million in 
2019/20. 

Mr Wood said: “There is always a 
financial challenge in public service 
at the moment and that continues 
and I’m very confident we will get 
through that challenge.” 

Crime Commissioner 

fason Ablewhite said officers were 
spending 50 police hours a day 
in A&E with people with men¬ 
tal health issues and 80 per cent 
of their time was spent on non¬ 
crimes. 

Mr Wood said: “Yes, that’s pretty 
much the picture nationally, over 80 
per cent of police time is spent on 
incidents which ultimately are not 
crime related. 

“Concern for safety or a suspi¬ 
cious incident that doesn’t end up 
being treated as a crime or a pub¬ 
lic safety event. All of that is still 
the responsibility of the police. 

“We are seeing increases in de¬ 
mand on the police because other

agencies - because they are being 
squeezed for their financial position 
as well - are starting to focus more 
on what they would call their core 
business and we are, on occasions, 
picking up more and more work be¬ 
cause of that. 

“So our officers are spending a 
huge amount of time dealing with 
somebody with mental health is¬ 
sues, maybe that are threatening 
to selfharm or maybe threatening 
to take their own life, when actually 
there are potentially more appropri¬ 
ate professionals out there to deal 
with that particular scenario.”

Bus company to cut 
services across county

A BUS company in Cambridgeshire 
will cut 15 services across the county 
after it said the routes were running at 
a loss. 

Whippet Coaches will stop the 
services from September 2, affecting 
bus users in Cambridge, Huntingdon, 
St Ives, Newmarket and other 
locations. 

In a statement, Whippet 
said: "This decision was 
made after six months of 
careful consideration 
and dialogue with 
the council on ways 
to keep the affected 
services running. 

"We recognise the 
impact this will have 
on our communities, 
communities that Whippet 
Coaches, our drivers and our 
staff are a part of. 

"However, low patronage and fare 
collection on the affected services 
mean they have been operating at 
a loss for the past two years, with 
Whippet subsidising the operating 
costs." 

The services to be axed are the 1, 

1 A, 2, 5, 7A, 8, 9, 12, 15, 16, 18, 21, 
45/45A, 114 and 117. 

Some Whippet services will 
be extended from September 2, 
including the 476 and 477 serving 


Godmanchester, route C between 
St Ives and Cambridge, and the X3 
service between Huntingdon and 
Cambridge. 

Whippet said: "Our priority will 
be to continue with our emphasis on 
reliable services operated by friendly 
drivers charging reasonable fares, 
including discounts for children and 
students. 

"Timetables will be published nearer 
the time. We urge customers to be 
patient with us while we work through 
these changes." 

The company 
was established in 
Huntingdonshire in 
1919. Many of the bus 
company's services are 
contracts run on behalf 
of Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

A Cambridgeshire 
County Council 
spokeswoman said: "We're 
aware that Whippet Coaches 
have made changes to some of 
their local bus routes. 

"The council is currently considering 
options for providing alternative 
services and further information will be 
provided once details are available."

Football club 
shooting for 
artificial pitch 


DEVELOPMENT 

Villagers oppose plans 
to build 500 new homes 


A FOOTBALL club has submitted plans 
for a new artificial pitch. 

The pitch, which would be built in 
Isleham, will cost around £600,000 and 
will be available for the community. 

Isleham United Youth Football 
Club, who submitted the plans to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, say 
that the new facility will offer a variety 
of football pitches and training areas to 
support grassroots football. 

Stephen Isaacson, secretary for the 
club, said: "It would be marvellous for 
us. We haven't got a lot in the area and 
every year we struggle to find a suitable 
pitch to play on. It's the same for all 
clubs around the area. 

"It would be terrific not just for us, 
but for the local community. It will be 
open to all locals. 

"I don't just do what I do for Isleham, 
I do it for the children. It'll be great to 
have facilities for the kids." 

The proposed development will 
include the construction of a new 
artificial turf pitch, which will be 7,420 
square metres. 

The pitch will replace the existing 
artificial turf pitch area at the club 
and see a new floodlighting system 
installed. 

The parking spaces will remain at 75, 
as well as 30 cycle spaces. 

Isleham United hope to have the 
pitch open for the public on weekdays 
between 10am and 10pm, and 
weekends from 9am until 8pm.

PROPOSED developments near 
Newmarket, including a plan for 
500 new homes, have been met 
with opposition. 

Groups from two villages have 
said proposed new developments 
are not sustainable and that the 
plans do not include vitally needed 
improvements to infrastructure. 

There are also concerns that the 
company submitting the applica¬ 
tion is owned by the district coun¬ 
cil. 

Residents in one community 
have formed the Kennett Action 
Group to protest against plans for a 
500-home development in the vil¬ 
lage, which they say would repre¬ 
sent a 312 per cent growth. 

According to East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council’s website, the 
plans include 500 dwellings, a new 
primary school and other commu¬ 
nity facilities. 

Barclay Dutson, a member of 
the group, said: “The main issue is 
the infrastructure. The main roads 
through Kennett are used for heavy

goods vehicles between the A14 
and the All. 

“There is heavy traffic going 
through and that’s the road that 
would serve those new homes. 

“They have got no commitment 
to improving the infrastructure be¬ 
fore the homes are built.” 

Mr Dutson said that around 150 
hand-signed letters were delivered 
to the council in objection to the 
proposals. 

The action group said the coun¬ 
cil recently reclassified Kennett 
from a small to a medium-sized vil¬ 
lage, which the group suggest may 
have been done in order to justify 


the size of the development. 

They also claim there is a poten¬ 
tial conflict of interest, as the com¬ 
pany submitting the application — 
Palace Green Homes — is owned 
by the district council. 

Mr Dutson said: “The real con¬ 
cern with residents is that the or¬ 
ganisation that develops the area 
is also the organisation that gives 
planning permission for this.” 

A spokeswoman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council re¬ 
fused to comment on the potential 
conflict of interest as the authority 
“cannot comment on planning ap¬ 
plications that are under review”. 

Residents in Fordham have also 
objected to a number of proposed 
developments in the village, which 
they say would represent a 30 to 40 
per cent increase in its size. 

One plan includes 150 residen¬ 
tial buildings, a 75-bed care home, 
a local shop and medical facilities. 

Separate plans for a nine-home 
development and another of four 
bungalows are awaiting a decision 
from the council. 

Residents in Fordham said the 
need for improved infrastructure 
was being ignored, saying the 


school could come under increas¬ 
ing pressure. 

John Pryke, member of Fordham 
Action on Overdevelopment, said: 
“We can’t take too many. The group 
is not against development. 

“We understand there is a need 
for some housing, especially af¬ 
fordable housing. Local youngsters 
have had to move out of the village. 

“We do need homes but it has to 
be controlled.” 

Rebecca Saunt is the planning 
manager for East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, the authority 
dealing with the applications. 

She said: “East Cambridgeshire 
District Council cannot comment 
on planning applications that are 
under review. 

“Every application that is sub¬ 
mitted to the council goes through 
a stringent and consistent consid¬ 
eration process before a decision is 
made. 

“All details of planning applica¬ 
tions are available to view online 
and comments on individual ap¬ 
plications should be submitted 
to the planning department to be 
taken into consideration as part of 
the assessment of the application.”

Mercedes' touch of 
class for pick-up truck 



ROUGH AND TOUGH: Mercedes takes work upmarket with the X-Class 


T HE new Mercedes X-Class luxury 
pick-up truck will be priced from 
around £35,000 when it goes on 
sale in the UK later this year. 

Although prices for the British 
market have still to be confirmed, 
Mercedes has announced the new 
premium truck will cost from 37,294 
euros in its German home market. 

At current exchange rates that's 
around £33,000 including VAT. 

The X-Class is due for release in 
November and has been jointly 
developed with the Nissan-Renault 
Alliance with underpinnings shared 
by the Nissan Navara and the Renault 
Alaskan - a vehicle currently not sold 
in Britain. 

The X-Class will be built in Spain, 
alongside the Navara and will also 
be produced in Argentina for other 
global markets. 

With a payload of 1.1 tonnes 
and a towing ability of 3.5 tonnes, 
the X-Class is Mercedes' attempt to 
combine heavy duty workload with 
luxury appointments. 

The cabin is plush and has much of 


the design and features of a Mercedes 
saloon while the company claims 
it will drive in similar fashion to a 
passenger car. 

Two 2.3-litre diesel engines 
developing either 163 or 190bhp 
will be available from launch with a 
258bhp V6 diesel slated to arrive in 


2018. 

Measuring 5.34 metres in length 
the X-Class is significantly bigger than 
the Navara and of similar size to the 
Volkswagen Amarok which is also 
priced at the same level. 

Rugged styling and 4x4 ability will 
give the X-Class all-terrain ability and 


those features will be enhanced with 
a permanent four-wheel-drive variant 
arriving next year. 

A long wheelbase of 3,150mm 
results in a load bed length of 1,587 
and Mercedes says the cargo area is 
big enough to transport 50 barrels of 
beer. 

The trend for targeting the posh 
end of the truck market will also see 
the X-Class being offered with leather 
trim and upholstery with plenty of 
add ons including styling bars, side 
rails and load canopies. 

Independent suspension at the front 
and coil springs all round are designed 
to give the X-Class good performance 
and ride under all conditions and the 
vehicle will be fitted with the likes 
of Mercedes' safety systems such as 
Active Brake Assist, Lane Keeping 
Assist and Traffic Sign Assist, among 
others. 

Options will include the Mercedes 
COMAND infotainment and 
connectivity systems and the top 
range X-Class will come with a seven- 
speed automatic transmission.

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LOST TIME: Fiat 124 Spider revives the Swinging Sixties 


Spider is a rival for MX-5 


IT'S more than 50 years since its 
namesake shook up the sports car 
scene of the Swinging Sixties but 
the Fiat 124 Spicier is making up for 
lost time. 

Sexy-looking with a splash of 
Italian style, the 124 has been 
designed at Centro Stile in Turin 
and takes its inspiration from the 
1966 original. 

Mazda has had the affordable 
roadster scene to itself in recent 
times and even though the Spider is 
based on the Japanese brand's SAX- 
5, the Fiat edges a close vote. 

One reason is down to turbo 
power, the 124 featuring a 1.4-litre 
Fiat MultiAir engine that's been 
boosted up to 140bhp. 


The upshot is some lively 
performance with acceleration 
of 0-62 in 7.5 seconds and a top 
speed of 134mph, marginally 
quicker than the 2.0-litre Mazda. 

The Spider is a treat to drive, 
especially through long winding 
bends and country lanes, 
responding positively to the short- 
throw, six speed gearbox and rear- 
wheel-drive set up. 

Prices start at £19,545 for the 
Classica which includes air-con, 
a leather steering wheel and gear 
knob, cruise control, alloy wheels, 
Bluetooth connectivity and keyless 
start. Lusso models are priced at 
£22,295 and the top Lusso Plus 
trim £1,000 more at £23,295. 


MG recreates a bit of 
the old magic with GS

M G, that typically British 

brand made its fortunes by 
providing relatively affordable 
performance options for those drivers 
who would otherwise have struggled 
to attain the rarifed heights of true 
sports car driving.

And one of the latest is a family- 
friendly SUV, the MG GS. 

Launched at The London Motor 


Show in May 2016, the model 
surpassed 500 unit sales in just 176 
days - reaching the milestone faster 
than any of the manufacturer's other 
vehicles, even its supermini, the MG3. 

The success of the MG GS 
demonstrates market demand for 
a fun, easy to live with SUV at a 
sensible price. 


Like many others of its kind, this 
SUV makes sense - commuting, 
shopping, school run and weekend 
adventure all rolled into one. 

And a big benefit is that its handling 
is worthy of the MG name. Best not to 
chuck it around like a TC of 1945, but 
experience the best of its abilities and 
it is plain that it delivers agility and is 


an engaging drive. 

It is very comfortable with sports 
seats in the front and adjustable seats 
in the back that recline and fold 
completely flat. 

I drove the GS Excite model that 
can be had for £17,495. With a 1.5 
four-cylinder petrol engine delivering 
166bhp this is a neat, fast little 
number with 118bhp on tap. 

Having driven all of the "Chinese" 
MGs one thing was abundantly clear 
- the build-quality and standard of 
finish on these cars has improved 
tremendously. 

With three trim levels offering 
customers plenty of specification at 
great prices, the MG GS aims to be 
very competitive in its class. With bags 
of space, a 1.5 turbo petrol engine, 
the option of manual or seven-speed 
dual-clutch transmission (DCT) and 
tons of spec, it certainly makes a 
statement. 

Automatic headlights, air con, an 
intelligent stop-start engine and cruise 
control come as standard. 

There's nothing middle of the road 
about the mid-range Excite model 
with rear parking sensors and camera, 
plus DAB radio and Bluetooth. 


Insignia GSi is on the way 


VAUXHALL is set to debut its 
all-new performance-oriented 
Insignia GSi at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show in September. 

It has just released the first 
images and details of the new 
motor which it says will deliver 
high levels of performance 
through all-wheel drive, a new 
chassis and Brembo brakes. 

The Insignia GSi will be 
powered by a 2.0-litre turbo 
petrol engine. 

The performance model of 
VauxhaM's flagship has an eight- 
speed automatic gearbox, which 
can be operated via a paddle-shift 
on the steering wheel. 


Exterior design updates include 
chrome air intakes at the front 
and a rear spoiler. 

On the inside the car has full- 
leather sports seats, a leather 
sports steering wheel and 
aluminium pedals.

Bookies backing Enable 
for King George mission 


ENABLE looks set to go off as favour¬ 
ite in the King George VI And Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot on Satur¬ 
day after John Gosden made positive 
noises about the dual Oaks winner 
lining up. 

With the ground currently de¬ 
scribed as soft at Ascot and the fore¬ 
cast unsettled for the week ahead, 
last year’s winner Highland Reel, who 
needs top of the ground to be seen at 
his best, drifted a little in the market 
from 13-8 to 15-8 with Coral. 

Trained by John Gosden, Enable, 
who seemed likely to head towards 
the Yorkshire Oaks at York next month, 
is now on the verge of taking part just 
two weeks after a classy performance 
in the Irish Oaks at the Curragh. 

The Khalid Abdullah-owned filly 
was cut to 7-4 from 15-8 with Coral af¬ 
ter Gosden indicated a final decision 
would be made today (Wednesday). 

Coral spokesman David Stevens 
said: “John Gosden won the King 
George with the Oaks-winning 
Taghrooda three years ago and with 
Enable very much in the running to 
replicate that success we make her fa¬ 
vourite to beat the older colts, with the 
weight allowance in her favour and 
some top-class form to her name.” 

As benefited Taghrooda, Enable 
will have a sex and weight allowance 
meaning she will be in receipt of a 
stone from the older males. 

“She’s been left in the race and 
the final decision will be made on 
Wednesday when I discuss matters 
with the owner,” said Gosden. 

“Apart from a cut on her leg, which 
has healed, she came out of the Irish 
Oaks very well. She’s had plenty of 
time between her previous races. It’s 
not like she’s been over-raced this sea¬ 
son. She’s fresh and very well. 

“Frankie (Dettori) got a great feel 
off her at the Curragh and was pretty 
excited talking about her afterwards 
coming home on the plane. 

“He (Dettori) has to shed some 


weight himself if we are going to do 
this, but I’ve got to make it clear I need 
to talk to the owner.” 

Gosden confirmed Jack Hobbs, 
who disappointed in the Prince of 
Wales’s Stakes at Royal Ascot, having 
previously won the Dubai Sheema 
Classic in such style, as an intended 
starter. 

He said: “We always wanted to run 
Jack Hobbs in the Prince of Wales’s, 
but the fact it turned out to be the 
hottest June day for 40 years and the 
ground lightning fast was entirely the 
wrong thing for him. 

“Obviously he’s got no problem 
with a mile and a quarter. He’s run 
brilliantly twice in autumn ground 
there, but a mile and a half with cut in 
the ground is right up his street.” 

The Gosden pair, and likely pace¬ 
maker and stablemate Maverick 
Wave, are among 16 remaining con¬ 
tenders for the King George. 

They are joined by the Aidan 
O’Brien-trained brothers, last year’s 
winner Highland Reel and Hardwicke 
hero Idaho. O’Brien has also left in Jo¬ 
hannes Vermeer and US Army Ranger. 

Charlie Appleby can call on Hawk- 
bill and Frontiersman, who fought out 
a finish at Newmarket recently, while 
David Simcock is another with two 
possibles in Algometer and Desert 
Encounter. 

Simcock is keeping his fingers 
crossed the testing conditions prevail. 
“I’d love it if it came up soft as it would 
inconvenience a few of the others 
and we know he goes through it,” he 
said. 

Eclipse winner Ulysses will aim to 
give Sir Michael Stoute a record sixth 
triumph in a race he last claimed sev¬ 
en years ago with Harbinger, but he 
has taken out Dartmouth. 

Dante one-two Permian and Ben- 
batl, who both went on to win at Royal 
Ascot, are in the mix, as are My Dream 
Boat and Argentinian challenger Six¬ 
ties Song.
